iuess. Abolition of "cut-throat c o m p e ­ 
tition" and sale of convict goods are 
a m ong the prop osals made by tile r e ­ 
tailers to cure long-stan ding ills, aud 
pave the way for sh o rte r ho urs and 
hig her wages for employees. 
Although National Recovery Admin 
itra to r Hugh S. Jo h n so n was s t r u g ­ 
gling to complete the coal and a u to m o ­ 
bile codes, and th us bring the m ajor 
m an u fa c tu rin g in dustries 
under 
the 
recovery law. the retail code e m b races 
the largest employment (l ass in the 
country.

5,000,000

e a rn e r s will be affected directly or 
indirectly by the retail code, officials 
said. .
